Eighteen months in the same 
prison and a flne of $1,600 waa the 

penalty given his friend and coni- 
panioD, F. Drew Caminetti, son 
of Anthony Oaminetti,' United 
States Commissioner General of 
Immigration, for a like offense. 
Oaminetti eloped with Marsha 
Warrinaton's friend, Lola Norria. 

The usual motions for a new 
trial and for arreet of judgment 
were denied. Jadoe Van Fleet 
(granted however, a stay of ex- 
ecution for ten days, during which 
the men will be out on bail fixed 
at $15,000 and $10,000 respective- 
ly, while their counsel are per- 
fecting an appeal to the United 
Stales Circuit Court of Appeals 
from a writ of reversible error, 
which, it ffraiited, woald entail a 
new trial. 

In designating the prison where 
sentence should be executed, Judge 
Van Fleet first named the San 

Quentin penitentiary, a state in- 
stitution. An objection was made 
lo San Quentin that Diggs and 
(/aminetti would associate with 
housebreakers and highwaymen 
and the court designated MeNtil 
Island, subject to tlie concurrance 
of the Attorney General, which 
he did not doubt ha woaU oblidn. 

Diggs and Caminetti aeemed un- 
concerned when the sentence was 
nrononneed. A few minutes later 
they laughed and chatted with the 
newspaper men over their plight. 

The mother and brother o f 
(Caminetti and the wife and father 
ol Diggs were in court. The 
mother and father listened with 
l)()wed head to .Judge Van Fleet's 
words. Mrs. Diggs stared blank- 
l.v at the Judge, giving no sign 
that aha realised what Ma words 
meant 

"This was a crime of opportuni- 
ty," said Jadge Van Fleet in paas- 
sentence, "I mciin lh;il the 
laxity of social conditions and tbie 
lack of parental control made it 
poaaibla.

AIRSHIP AS BATTLE FACTOR 

still Vary Meoh ef an Uaknewn Ouan- 
Mty Mwa h OppaaltlMi ta Aerial 



The suecespfiil operation of a ma- 
chine gun mounted on the upper 
deck of a Zeppelin airship induces 
speculation as to the future of air- 
craft in warfare. It does not ap- 
pear probable that the experiment 
at Friedrichshaf en , Gepnany, have 
demonstrated the serisl bsttleships 
are practical. Tn fart, the imperfec- 
tions in the construction and opera- 
tion of airships are important limi- 
tations to their effective nie in of- 
fensive and defensive warfare. How- 
ever, the experiinente revealed a por- 
tentous trend in the development of 
aviation. Whether the day when the 
fearful aerial battles of fiction will 
be possible is near or distant, Ger- 
many and ether countriss are trying 
to hasten that time. 

Possibility of the transfer of th(< 
carnage of battle to tlie air h;i~ 
aroused oppoi^ition to the equipment 
of aerial fleets. To some extent thi^ 
opposition is organized. It found 
expression at the last peace congress 
at Geneva, Switzerland. The dele- 
gates from the various countries fa- 
vored a comrentini of the 'powers to 
eliminate the nse of air craft in ac- 
tual offensivl and defensive tactics. 
While the congress, of course, is op- 
posed to war, yet the use of airships 
for scouting and reconnoitering serv- 
ioavas not so nMiiu'rcd.

NoMgdays it means acceaaibility. 
A farm that it fl?e miles from 
schools, chttfofaaa, markets or rail- 
roads with a good road covering 
the distance is more desirable, and 
more salable, than an equally fer- 
tile farm two miles from suclt fa- 
cilities but .situated upon a poor 
road. And neigfaborhooda. In 
theso days of motor %-pliirIps, 
stretch over whole counties if the 
roada are good. A drift of thirty 
or foriy miles to dinner is no 
mora, with a Rood road and an 
autenoMIe than a drlva of three 
or four miles over a road that is 
impassable for Hutoniobilea. 

The expansion of neighborhoods 
as a result of increased facilities 
for transportation is perhaps the 
most desirable feature of the evo- 
lution of ooantry lif^ Where the 
roads arc good a man need not 
buy 100 acres of land because it 
lies next to a farm oeeapiad by a 
family that seems socially agreea- 
ble. Even if he is not driving a 
motor Tahicle the relatire prieea 
of horse-drawn pleasure vehicles 
and the cheaper automobiles have 
awakened hia intereat. Before aa- 
tomobiles became generally used 
Central Kentucky was "terra in- 
cognita** to many Lonlafilliana 
who were widely traveled. Much 
of Kentucky, the greater portion 
of it, remains ao because there are 
DO good roads. Before automo- 
biles were used one of the most 
attractive features of life in Cen- 
tral Kentucky waa the neighbor- 
hood life that was made possible 
by roads that made a "buggy 
ride" of twenty miles a pleasure. 
When there were no electric cars 
Dor motor curs to conuect Lexing- 
ton with Paris, Georgetown, Ver- 
sailles, Nicholasville and other 
neighboring towns good roads 
made poaaible a social life that bad 
its ioi)t(>r in Lcxinjiton and cov 
ered tlie counties adjoining Fayette. 

There is plenty of cheap land 
off of the automobile roads, and 
it will remain cheap laud till the 
roada are improyad. — Ooorier- 
Joaraal.

The "great Amer- 
ican novel," which may have hcen 
written, but is still iiwaitiii^r jiuliiiea- 
tioii, will deal neither with the rich 
nor the poor exclusively, nor with the 
middle class, but with all sorts and 
conditions of men. It will be a novel 
of d"iiioeracv-HieithMr aiistocratit 
nor proletarian.

And whan it eonea to prudence, 
there would be a thousand libel 
suits a day if editors talked in 
print iMlf aa cara l s sa ly and cruelly 
as men and women do about their 
dearest friends. 

If the newspaper malies a mis- 
take in an item it is generally the 
fault of the person from whom the 
news waa obtained. Newspaper 
men, as a rule, are ever alert to 
keep from publishing anything 
tiMtwoald beinjurioDS upon any 
individual. It would surprise the 
uninitiated to know bow many 
items go into the waate basket in- 
stead of the colonms of the paper 
for which they were intended. 
Hardly a day passes that .some 
family is not aavad ahame by the 
refusal of newspapers to ]iublisli 
indiscretion or escapade of one of 
its members. "Iverybody," says 
Mr. Dooley, "is interested in 
wiiat iverybody else is doin' whut'a 
wrong,** but the presa issuflleieot- 
ly respectable to print, very much 
ofteuer than it gets credit for, 
what its reader ought to know, 
rather than what tbar MUT want 
to know.
